The bill is based 
upon the fact that Indians are now 
citizens oC the state as well as upon 
the various treaty stipulations that 
such an end shall be reached as 
soon as possible. The last Curtis 
act, it is said, prevented the desired 
change.

state will be an applicant to p'ur- 
chase. 


A commission named by the con- 


stitutional convention reported fav- 
orably upon the feasibility of state 
ownership, "however, held it was first 
necessary for the Indians to have 
authority to sell, and to this end 
a memorial was sent to congress 
l>y the first legislature. The memorial 
was not heard of after being pre- 
sented.
